On hand to welcome him at 
Andrews Air Force Base. Md , were 
his two daughters while another 
greeting from Cabinet members, 
White House aides, diplomats and 
others awaited him on the White 
House south lawn. 


Talks 
with 
Arab and 
Israeli 
leaders behind him, Nixon said he 
now would focus on his trips to 
Brussels for a meeting with NATO 
ministers and to Moscow for his 
Soviet summit next week But also 
confronting him on his return were 
the Watergate and impeachment 
problems that have been in the 
background during his Mideast trip. 


Nixon’s last stop was an overnight 
rest at Lajes Air Base that included 
talks with the new Portuguese 
president, Antonio de Spinola during 
which the two leaders agreed on 
continued 
U.S. 
support 
for 
a 
“ independent, free and prosperous 
Portugal.” 


The trip that crisscrossed four 
Arab nations and Israel and included 
numerous talks with top leaders, 
state dinners, sightseeing and public 
appearances 
before 
millions, 
appeared to take its toll on Nixon. 
His eyes appeared puffy in his 
meeting with Spinola today and he 
called his trip “ very long and 
arduous.” 


But 
the 
trip, 
which 
Nixon 
repeatedly told Mideast leaders 
would bring no instant solutions, 
raised hopes in the presidential 
party of permanent peace in the 
Mideast. 


“ The diplomacy on this trip has 
opened the door to peace in the 
Middle East and the nations m that 
area now have an opportunity to 
walk through that door,” Press 
Secretary Ronald Ziegler said. 


Ziegler said he could not assess 
what effect the trip would have on 
opinion in the United States where 
Nixon 
is 
the 
subject 
of 
an 
impeachment inquiry. 


“ I can’t judge,” he said. “ I think 
the American people will have to be 
the judges.” 


The President’s two daughters, 
Julie Eisenhower and Tricia Cox, 
planned to meet their father and 
mother 
when 
they 
arrived 
at 
Andrews Air Force Base, Md., and 
ride with them in a helicopter for a 
welcome 
by Cabinet 
members. 
White 
House 
aides,

diplomats and others on the White 
House south lawn. 


Nixon’s stay in Washington will be 
brief. He plans to go to Key 
Biscayne, 
Fla. Thursday for a 
weekend of rest and preparation for 
next 
week’s

headquarters in Brussels and his 
trip to Moscow for his third Summit 
meeting with Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev.

boarding his Spirit of ’76 jet in the 
Axores, Nixon said that while he has 
been 
“ preoccupied 
with 
the 
problems of the Middle East’’ the 
last eight days he now is turning his 
attention to two other “ crucial 
areas of the world: Europe and the 
Soviet Union.” 
He said his trips next week “ are 
an essential part of our continuing 
effort to reduce tensions around he 
world and to solve problems through 
negotiation, not confrontation.”

$15 million budget 
debated by trustees

(This is the first of a series on the 


preliminary 
1974-75 budget that 


must be approved by trustees of 
Lompoc Unified School District next 
Tuesday. Final approval must come 
at or prior to a meeting on Aug 6 ) 


Of ships and shoes and sealing 


wax, of cabbages and kings, might 
very well describe yesterday’s study 
session by school trustees on the 
district’s new budget. 
Before them as they deliberated 


was a weighty document that calls 
for the expenditure of nearly $15 
million, up about $2 million or about 
15 per cent above the current 
budget, and a tax rate of about $3.77 
per $100 of assessed valuation, on a 
projected district - wide assessed 
valuation of about $71 million, a 
figure that will be up about 2.5 per 
cent above current levels if it is 
borne out by actualities. The current 
total tax rate is $2.69 per $100 of 
assessed valuation. 
Much of 
the 
budget’s dollar 


increase was attributed to a 10 per 
cent 
salary 
increase 
granted 


employes, 
according 
to 
Joseph 


Carlin, district business manager. 
The raise accounts for about $1.5 
million of the increase, Carlin told 
the trustees. 
The proposed tax rate at $3.77 is 


up $1.08 above the current $2.69 but 
is still 92 cents below the top of $4.69 
per $100 of assessed valuation that 
the board could levy. Acutally the 
permissible part of the total rate is 
that portion proposed for general 
fund purposes. The district has a 
current general fund rate of $1.85 
and the budget would raise that $1, 
to $2.85. It is that latter figure that is

according to Carlin. The balance of 
the total tax as proposed by Carlin 
would consist of fixed sums of 10

Court upholds 
military code

Supreme 
Court, 
rejecting 
the 


challenge

resister, today upheld on a 5-3 vote 
two sections of the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice —one of them 
dating back to colonial days. 
Justice William 
H. 
Rehnquist 


wrote the majority opinion on an 
appeal by Capt. Howard B. Levy, a 
Brooklyn dermatologist who was 
convicted by court martial and 
given a three-year sentence for 
refusing to tram medics for duty in 
Vietnam. 
Levy was convicted under two 


provisions of the law governing 
conduct in the military. 


Trustee John Beattie who is a 


rancher and a long-time member of 
the school board, was critical of the

an affidavit by Elliot L. Richardson, 
who resigned Oct. 20, 1973, rather 
than carry out Nixon’s order to 
remove Cox that day. 


The 
Cox 
firing 
led 
to

impeachment inquiry now under 
way by the committee. 
Cox was removed for ignoring 


presidential orders to give up trying 
to subpoena some Watergate tapes. 


Rep. John Conyers, D-Mich., said 


Richardson, 
in

affidavit, 


“ indicated the President was going 
to remove Cox well before the 
actual firing.”

Monday night the council moved to have the county flood control 


officer meet with the city engineer and discuss the possibility of 
building a 42-inch fence on the channel 
Built seven years ago, the channel’s purpose was to help avoid 


flooding on O Street In the interim the channel has been a major 
safety worry for residents and concerned groups in the area. 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz recommended that a 42 inch fence be 


built along Olive Avenue on the south side of the channel, on the west 
side of the channel and along a portion of V Street toward Ocean Ave. 
According to Lefkowitz, the fence would be green, plastic-covered 


galvanized metal. The councilman said that a 42-inch fence would 
permit an adult to scale the fence if someone in the channel needed 
assistance 
Lefkowitz said that the 42-inch height will keep vehicles and young 


children out. The councilman said that any fence, properly posted, 
would deter older children 
The 42-inch fence would be installed with a top rail for strength and 


appearance. 
Lefkowitz said that the height of the proposed fence would not 


present a visibility problem, so moving of the foot bridge could be 
deferred 
The city engineer has indicated that the fence would cost about 


$8,000 to install. 
Councilman Emil Scolari said that a fence would create more 


problems than it would solve Scolari pointed out that there would be 
the problem of children attempting to climb the fence. 
He said the real solution would be to cover the ditch 
The meeting between the county flood officer and the city engineer 


will center on the feasibility of a fence and possible county funding.

blue-eyed 
Zhukov 
rose 
quickly through the ranks of 
senior 
Soviet 
officers 
thinned 
by 
the Stalinist 
purges. He became chief of 
staff in 1941 when Nazi 
forces were bludgeoning the 
Russia’s Western front 
In addition to routing the 
Nazis from Moscow in 1941 
and capturing Berlin in 1945, 
he had a key role in virtually 
every 
major 
battle 
involving the Red Army. 
But after the war, Stalin 
banished him to 
obscure 
military posts, apparently 
out of jealousy over his 
popularity. 
After 
Stalin’s 
death, 
Zhukov 
came 
back 
to 
prominence and was named 
defense minister. 
Two 
years 
later, 
Khrushchev made him a 
member of the Communist 
party ruling presidium, now 
called the Politburo. But the 
glory lasted for only three 
months. 
He was dismissed for 
“ violating 
Leninist 
principles concerning the 
administration of the armed 
forces,” 
apparently 
re­ 
flecting Khrushchev’s fear 
that

was 
becoming too powerful in 
the government.

The explosion was the 
latest in a series of bomb 
blasts that have hit towns 
and cities across Northern 
Ireland since late Monday, 
taking at least one life and 
causing 
injuries

extensive property damage. 
The death of a policeman 
in Lurgan early Tuesday 
raised to 1,037 the toll in 
nearly five years of violence 
involving 
Northern 
I r e l a n d ’s 
m ajo rity 
Protestants, 
minority 
Roman Catholics and the 
British army. 
Police said an estimated 2 
tons of explosions had been 
detonated in the province 
since the IRA escalated its 
bomb campaign. 
A 
spokesman

Northern Ireland branch of 
the Provisional wing of the 
IRA 
said 
the 
bombings 
would go on until Britain 
makes

declaration 
of 
intent to withdraw from 
Northern Ireland.

has focused public attention 
on

ancient 
and 
honorable practice of plea 
bargaining 
Several of the Watergate 
cover-up defendants have 
struck such bargains with 
special 
prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski. They agreed to 
plead guilty to relatively 
minor charges in exchange 
for having more serious 
charges dropped. 
I don t doubt that the 
interests of justice were 
well 
served 
by 
these 
settlements. But a couple of 
them reminded me of the 
old joke about the Boston 
Strangler 
getting 
the 
charges 
against 
him 
reduced to "illegal use of 
hands." 


And a couple of others 
reminded me of an old 
Robert 
Benchley 
short 
story. 


I ’m referring to the story 
about 
a 
gangster 
who 
stuffed a body into a trunk, 
pasted a "Fragile—Glass" 
label on the lid and shipped 
it out of the country 


When the crime was dis­ 
covered, he was arrested 
for posting false labels. 
Anyway, these reflections 
started me to musing on 
what it might have been like 
if plea bargaining had been 
used to settle some of the 
famous cases in history and 
literature 
Robin Hood, for instance. 
The leader of the merry 
men of Sherwood Forest 
was wanted on a list of 
charges as long as a bow 
string. 
Had he been captured, the

Say local leaders: 


Girls invasion 
of Little League 
not likely here

The recent crumbling of the 
national Little League baseball sex 
barrier 
should 
have 
no earth- 
shattering impact on the Lompoc 
Valley, according to local youth 
baseball leaders. 
It's not that the girls in the Valley 
dislike sports. But. unlike cities 
around the country. Lompoc offers 
girls an outlet for their summer 
athletic ambitions in the form of the 
Recreation Department girls' and 
womens' softball leagues. 
As tar as the two local Little 
Leagues 
Lompoc and Village- 
Hills — are concerned, girls will be 
welcome to sign up and play next 
season, but no rush is expected 
"I talked to 15 or 20 girls 
yesterday.” 
said Joe Flamand, 
president of the Village-Hills Little 
League, “ and they all said they have 
no intention of signing up for Little 
League My wife manages a girls' 
softball team and her players say 
the same thing — they’d rather play 
softball ’’ 
* This (new ruling) will be a lot 
less of a problem in Lompoc than in 
most other cities,” Flamand added 
I’ve been in 48 states, and Lompoc 
is the number one city I’ve ever 
■'been associated with in regards to 
youth programs." 
While many cities are just now 
institutinggirls'softball programs to 
head off problems arising from the 
new Little League ruling, Lompoc's 
league’s started back in 1966 There 
are 
currently 
some 
300 
girls 
involved, from fourth grade up 
There are 24 teams, and no girls are 
turned away, according to Bill 
Jones, city Recreation Supervisor. 
Ben Campbell, president of the 
Lompoc Little League, anticipates a 
few female sign-ups next year Two 
girls tried to register this season, 
but were turned down. 
“ I 
would 
anticipate 
in 
the 


neighborhood of 20 girls,” said 
Campbell "W e’ll abide by the Little 
League ruling and make provisions 
to accommodate the girls ” 
Such accommodations, he said, 
would include installing a woman on 
the Board of Directors to handle 
special problems, and provision for 
a woman assistant coach for each 
team with a girl 
And any girls who do sign up will 
get a chance to play, Campbell said 
“ Our philosophy is that anyone who 
signs up, we play them, in cap or 
minor league If one is selected to 
the major leagues, she’ll play. Most 
coaches would take it la girl on their 
team»in stride." 
Campbell added, " I ’ve always felt 
baseball is a boys game We have 
more injuries in Little League than 
we do in youth football. I hate to see 
girls get hurt." 
"We ve made plans to welcome 
any girls that try out," Flamand 
said. "Any girl will be given equal 
treatment. They’ll have to earn 
their position, like a boy would." 
Nationwide reaction to the new 
ruling was mixed 
"I still think it's a bad idea," said 
a Tampa official 
"I can just 
visualize a girl running down the 
first base line and crashing into the 
boy there. She could get ruined for 
life." 
"I don t think there are two or 
three girls in the whole United 
States who can play baseball well 
enough to play Little League," said 
another Tampa official. 
"I say let s give ’em a chance," 
said a Texas league prexy. "Let ’em 
have a go at it and more power to 
them." 
And also from Texas: "I have no 
objection to girls coming to play in 
our program I've seen some in the 
neighborhood who can play even 
better than boys. My mam desire is 
to see that the kids go out and have a 
good time."

Calif - (NEA) 
It s not the kind of event that 
normally grips people It doesn't 
even last as long as the normal 
station break In nine seconds or a 
shade over that, it s all over. 
A covey of thoroughbred-lean 
young men in shorts and spikes have 
streaked 100 yards 
But this spring and summer, 
because of the unique personalities 
and achievements of the two fastest 
sprinters in the world, the 100-yard 
dash has become the focus event of 
track and field 
And speculation 
about it dominates the upcoming 
National AAU meet in Los Angeles 
June 21-22 
That’s when young Steve Williams 
and feisty Ivory Crockett come 
together again in one of those mano- 
a-mano duels that make a sports 
confrontation something special 
Traditionally, the 100-yard dash 
has been 
a one-man-dominated 
spectacle, 
inherently 
important 
because 
the 
sprinter 
currently 
prevailing automatically becomes 
known as the world's fastest human. 
Starting with the great Jesse 
Owens and down 
through 
Mel 
Patton, Bobbv Morrow, Bob Hayes 
and Jim Hines, the title has been 


fairly clear-cut Not that these men 
were invincible Hayes didn t win 
every time out. and neither did 
Hines with such competitors as 
Charlie Greene and John Carlos 
around 
A year ago, young Steve Williams 
loomed as the unchallenged elite 
sprinter, the man who would crack 
the nine-second barrier once he 
mastered getting off the mark 
quickly enough 
Then this spring. Ivory Crockett, a 
spindly marketing trainee with IBM 
out of Peoria, had the temerity and 
the swiftness to become the first 
human in history officially clocked 
at nine seconds flat for 100 yards 
Then to prove it was no fluke, he 
took on Williams in a head to-head 
sprint in the California Relays and 
nosed him out at the finish line in 
9.2. 
Crockett isn’t a sudden apparition 
among the elite Now 25. he was 
winning national championships a 
half dozen years ago. And he 
resented the surprise at his conquest 
of Williams "When Henry Aaron

run,"

said 
querulously, "is that an upset?" 
For his own part, Steve Williams, an 
effervescent 20-vear-old schoolboy 


who came out of the Bronx, was 
dismayed by Crockett’s gloating and 
a victory sprint with upraised arm 
and a published putdown by Ivory on 
Steve’s right to be called the fastest 
human. 
“ I thought," says Steve, "his 
actions were uncalled for." 
Of such stuff is a sports feud 
made 
"I feel my rivalry with Crockett is 
accented," says Williams, "because 
he's so vocal about his greatness. 
I'm pretty much sullen (sic) on 
mine." 
Sprinters anyhow are pretty much 
a taut breed 
"You don’t know how much 
tremendous pressure there 
is," 
says Crockett "First of all, from 
the press. A fellow in Los Angeles 
was doubting the nine-flat. The 
press got caught with their pants 
down — they hadn’t built his one 
particular man up all year. Man, a 
nine flat That’s unbelievable. Nine 
flat — damn, you know. I knew I 
could run it, but damn ” 
Crockett is short (5-7) and thin

South 
won in dummy and paused to 
take stock, things did not 
look at all good He had lost 
one heart. Surely he had to 
lose at least one trump and 
one diamond and might well 
lose two cards in each of 
those suits. 
You readers have been 
looking at dummy and can 
see that neither trumps nor 
diamonds are going to break, 
but South made his contract 
anyway. 
He started by ruffing a 
heart at trick three. Then he 
played king and ace of 
spades. West showed out. but 
that didn't stop South's 


machinery from working He 
ruffed another heart, played 
king and ace of clubs and 
ruffed a club Then he en 
tered dummy with the last 
high diamond and ruffed 
dummy’s last club for his 10 
trick. 
South still had two losing 
diamonds and West had two 
winners, but they did him no 
good as Hast had to trump 
them 
The whole play is worth 
study. Note that if South had 
not stopped to ruff a heart at 
trick three he would have 
been one entry short and 
would not have been able to 
score all his little trumps. 
Also, note the timing. If he 
ever led dummy's fourth 
heart, Kast would have been 
able to ruff in and spoil all 
South s fun.

specific situation that confidentiality is 
essential to the public good." 
It is difficult to imagine that there could 
be opposition to such proposals for, after 
all, access to information concerning the 
conduct of the people s business is a 
fundamental and necessary right of every 
person. 
But there is opposition and the measures 
have come under attack from those 
entrenched in government.

But of course the most relentless 
of Mr. Nixon’s critics are not going 
to blame the most relentless of Mr. 
Nixon’s critics for this unseemly 
interruption in taste and direction. 


They will blame Mr. Nixon, and the 
whole Watergate business. It is, 
they say, a miasma, and no one 
associated in any way with Mr. 
Nixon can crawl out from under its 
shadow. That is true, but the 
reasoning is also circular, there are 
too many skilled hands at work 
maintaining the miasma in shape, 
and moving it like a huge umbrella 
over any agent of Mr Nixon, or for 
that m atter deed of Mr. Nixon. 
Perhaps there is sufficient cause for 
the obsession — even as it is true, to 
quote 
somebody, 
that 
even 
paranoiacs have enemies. But that 
it is an obsession is not to be denied, 
and there was never a better 
example of it at work than in the 
questioning of Mr. Kissinger when 
he returned from the Mideast. 


Where will it end? In an answer to 
a question by a journalist the other 
day I found myself saying something 
that surprised me. He said: “ In your 
opinion,’’ he pursued the matter, 
“will he be convicted?’’ I said. 
“Yes.” He looked up from his 
notepad, greatly surprised. “ Have 
you any reservation about these 
predictions?” he asked. “Yes,” I 
said. “ I may be wrong.” It is 
tiresome to explain to intelligent 
people the obvious, such as that 
what you predict is not necessarily 
what you would welcome. Or that 
the conviction of Mr. Nixon would 
not necessarily be an act of justice. 
But it is painfully clear that only the 
disappearance 
from 
the 
public 
scene 
of 
Richard 
Nixon 
will 
dissipate 
the miasma that, for 
instance, 
recently 
caused 
Mr. 
Kissinger 
to 
go 
to 
emotional 
extremes. 
It is everywhere, unremitting. I 
have just seen a manuscript about 
the death of the hero in sports. The 
author quotes a boy: “ How can we 
have heroes in sports when Richard 
Nixon is 
President of the United 
States?” 
(The 
boy 
should 
be 
spanked. 1 


At the political level, Mr. Nixon is 
said these days to be much buoyed 
by 
recent 
events. 
Tuesday’s 
bombshell 
gives 
only 
minor 
concussions; or so it is believed in 
the White House. A few months ago, 
a citation of contempt against Mr. 
Nixon such as now looms for his 
failure 
to 
supply 
the 
House 
Judiciary Committee with the extra 
tapes would have been met by such a 
firestorm as followed the Saturday 


Night Massacres. Now the m atter 
has gone to the courts, and at least 
the fuse is elongated. Yesterday 
there was apparent legal chaos 
within the White House. Today Mr. 
James 
St. 
Clair 
is clearly 
in 
command, and his own confidence 
has bolstered the confidence of the 
President. 
It is even rumored that the 
President does not expect that the 
House will impeach him. It is even 
rumored — 
get this — that the 
President believes that Mr. Rodino, 
the chairman of 
the Judiciary 
Committee, 
will 
vote 
against 
impeachment. 
If 
that 
should 
happen, then the vote in the House 
would be uproarious, and Mr. Nixon 
could win it. He is apparently 
confident that he will. But to predict 
how the House of Representatives 
might act is not safely to predict 
how its decision would be greeted. 
Perhaps 
Mr. 
Nixon, 
given 
the 
alternatives, would settle happily at 
this point for a sullen two and one 
half 
years of 
leadership of a 
community which 
is just plain 
unhappy with him.

A number of replies indicated 
women’s last names are used in 
sports stories but not in other parts 
of the paper. 
Along these lines, Alexander Bodi, 
editor of the Palo Alto Times, 
confuses things by suggesting two 
more titles for men. He writes:

the married male I suggest the title 
of Ld (meaning Lord as well as 
Master); and for the unmarried

Democratic Council, a pre-primary 
endorsement organization for the 
Democrats. 
In 
those days 
the 
“ liberal” Democrats weren’t quite 
as liberal as many of them are 
today. 
Recognizing 
that 
Californians 
usually follow the middle of the road 
when they don’t veer to the right, 
Cranston 
has 
carefully 
been 
nurturing a moderate posture. 
But his emergence as the big 
winner in the June primary, handily 
washing overboard two Democratic 
challengers, has placed him in the 
unenviable 
position 
of 
being 
California’s NO. 1 Democrat. 
For, while Edmund G. Brown, Jr., 
gai ned 
the 
g u b e r n a t o r i a l 
nomination, outdistancing 17 other 
Democratic contenders, he split the 
party wide open doing it. He failed 
to capture anything near a majority 
of those who voted and only half of 
the eligibles cast a ballot. 
So, with the Democrats nationally 
now looking at California, because 
of its population, as the bellweather 
state, they view a victory for Brown 
in November as essential to the 
party. 
The motivation is more for a 
party win than concern over the fate 
of Brown, but the party’s success is 
now inextricably tied to Brown’s 
fate, or at least that is the view of 
the national committee and many of 
th e 
i n c u m b e n t 
C a l if o r n ia 
C o n g r e s s m e n 
and 
o t h e r 
officeholders. 
Thus they are pushing Cranston to 
do for the party what he has done for 
himself, that of bringing about a 
unification. 
They think he can 
reunite the Democrats who split into 
many camps during the primary in 
backing aspirants for governor and 
other state offices. 
This 
presents 
a 
monumental 
problem 
for 
Cranston. 
His 
Republican opponent in November 
will be the hard line, right wing,

Richardson. Cranston knows that to 
win, he must hold on to his middle of

road 
and 
conservative 
Democratic supporters and also try 
to woo some of the moderate

With all of this it is almost a 
certainty that Cranston would like 
nothing better than to maintain an 
independence from the rest of the 
Democratic candidates and go it 
alone.
